2. A method as defined in claim 1 wherein the tellurium 
compound is ammonium trichloro (dioxoethylene-0, 0 1 ) 
tellurate. 

25 3. A method as defined in claim 1 wherein the tellurium 
compound is administered topically.

4. A method as defined in claim 1 wherein, the tellurium 
compound is administered systemically •

5. A method as defined in claim 1 wherein the tellurium 
compound is administered as a 1 to 3 0% solution* 

6. A method as defined in claim 1 wherein the tellurium 
35 compound is administered as a 1 to 3 0% hydrophilic or 
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hydrophobic ointment . 

7. A method as defined in claim 1 wherein the wart is 
5 selected from the group consisting of common warts, flat 

warts, genital warts, cutaneous warts, laryngeal papillomas, 
and oral papillomas. 

8. A method as defined in claim 1 wherein the wart is a 
1 0 common wart . 

9. A method as defined in claim 1 wherein the wart is a 
genital wart . 
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
